For many, many years Marcus 
Feuchtwanger has been identified 
with the civic life of New Castle.

CHEERFUL VIEWS OF THE TRADE EDITORS 


T HE fact that previous predictions of improved business condi­ 
tions have not been successful has caused many leading men 
to become ultra-conservative in their statements concerning the 
outlook for 1932. 
The danger is that those who were once 
over-optimistic may now become pessimists. For that reason it is 
a cause for satisfaction to note that a survey which has just been 
taken by 135 editors of business publications shows a generally 
cheerful outlook for the coming twelve months. 
These men 
are in charge of the leading technical, trade, service and profes­ 
sional papers of the United States and Canada. 
What they have 
to say is based on intimate knowledge of the situation.* In spite 
of# the unsatisfactory conditions in certain lines they report that 
even in 1931 a number of industries were able to report success 
in their sales programmes. 
They find that in numerous fields the depreciation in raw 
materials and finished products is about over, and that in some 
cases advances have already been noted. 
Among the trends re­ 
ported are “new products in virtually all lines, efforts to cor­ 
rect reckless price cutting, co-operatiye educational campaigns 
by trade associations, further attempts to lower production costs, 
added efforts toward the balancing of production and demand, 
and extension of buying from the merchandising fields to gen­ 
eral industry.“ In the construction field, despite present low 
volume and price disorganization, they find favorable factors 
for 1932. 
The value of these views lies in the fact that they come 
from a body of trained men who are in intimate touch with 
the situation and who are in a position to know what they are 
talking about. 
They do not deal in generalities, but base their 
findings upon carefully gathered details from all parts of the 
country and in virtually every field of human endeavor.

A haberdashery publication dwells at length on the value of per­ 
sonal appearance and concludes* with the remark that 70 per cent of the 
progress of the individual on the road to success is due directly to that 
feature of one’s embellishments known as neatness and taste in a t­ 
tire. 
A certain per cent surely, but not quite, we venture, so much as 
70 per cent. That leaves only 30 per cent for such auxiliaries to progress 
as study, application and inventive genius. It is going to require some 
sales talk to establish such a contrast in values. 
Personal appearance is one of the most outstanding of the various 
relativities. If the subject is to be taken in abstract form it easily might 
be that each and every person should be “dressed, up” regardless of the 
place, proprieties or occupation. And that would be one of the poor­ 
est-taste effects imaginable. 
For there is more of the eternal fitness of things within the hu­ 
man garb than in any other of the social relations. The acme of suc­ 
cess in that effort would be that of every person clothed in exact accord­ 
ance with the requirements of his job and being thus garbed he would 
be in good taste. * If it is a faux pas to enter a parlor garbed as an auto 
mechanic, how nearly apropos would it be for the same workman to don 
a frock coat for wear underneath a disabled automobile? 
In something of that comparison is to be found each of the oc­ 
cupations and their legitimate garbs. “Personal appearance,” unless it 
rests on consistency, is as liable to run too far in the wrong direction 
as to produce for the devotees the effect suggested by the “70 per cent” 
illustration.

CHEEP FUL VIEWS OF THE TRADE EDITORS 


HE fact tha previous predictions of improved business condi- 


tions have not been successful has caused many leading men 


lo become ultra-conservative in their statements concerning the 
outlook for 1932. 
The danger is that those who were once 


over-optimist c may now become pessimists. For that reason it is 
a cause for satisfaction to note that a survey which has just been 
taken by I3.c editors of business publications shows a generally 
cheerful outlook for the coming twelve months. 
These men 


are in charg£ of the leading technical, trade, service and profes- 
sional paper: of the United States and Canada. What they have 
to say is basi d on intimate knowledge of the situation. In spite 
of, the unsatisfactory conditions in certain lines they report that 
even in 1931 a number of industries were able to report success 
in their sale; programmes. 


They fi d that in numerous fields the depreciation in raw 


materials- anc finished products is about over, and that in some 
cases advance . have already been noted. Among the trends re- 
ported are "n :w products in virtually all lines, efforts to cor- 
rect reckless i rice cutting, co-operative educational campaigns 
by trade associations, further attempts to lower production costs, 
added efforts oward the balancing of production and demand, 
and extension of buying from the merchandising fields to gen- 
eral industry." In the construction field, despite present low 
volume and p'ice disorganization, they find favorable factors 
for 1932. 


The value of these views lies in the fact that they come 


from a body 
:>f trained men who are in intimate touch with 


Ihe situation a id who are in a position to know what they are 
talking about. They do not deal in generalities, but base their 
findings upon carefully gathered details from all parts of the 
country and ii virtually every field of human endeavor.

sonal appearanc : and concludes* with the remark that 70 per cent of the 
progress of the ^dividual on the road to success is due directly to that 
feature of One': embellishments known as neatness and taste in at- 
tire. 


A certain ; ?r cent surely, but not quite, we venture, so much as 


70 per cent. Tha: leaves only 30 per cent fov such auxiliaries to progress 
u study, appllcat.on and inventive genius. It is going to require some 
sales talk to establish such a contrast in values. 


Personal appearance is one of the most outstanding of the various 


relativities. If the subject is to be taken in abstract form it easily might 
be that each and i;very person should be "dressed, up" regardless of the 
place, proprieties or occupation, And that would be one of the poor- 
eat-taste effects uiaginable. 


For there is more of the eternal fitness of things within the hu- 


man garb than ir any other of the social relations. The acme of suc- 
cess in that effort would be that of every person clothed In exact accord- 
ance with the requirements of his job and being thus garbed he would 
be in good taste. If it is a faux pas to enter a parlor garbed as an auto 
mechanic, how n arly apropos would it be for the same workman to don 
a frock coat for vear underneath a disabled automobile? 


In something of that comparison Is to be found each of the oc- 


cupations and tl :ir legitimate garbs. "Personal appearance," unless it 
rests on consistency, is as liable to run too far in the wrong direction 
as to produce foi the devotees the effect suggested by the "70 per cent" 
illustration. 


The writer .<f the article is to be applauded for trying to sell his 


wares and there -• no denying the value of appropriate garb, but there 
is room for plenty of argument -that cleanliness, neatness, taste in color 
harmony, attention to one's duties and general efficiency will total an 
easy 70 per cent ol each "success."

June Elizabeth Herting is eight 
years old today, but there will be 
no party to mark the day for little 
lady. 
With her aunt, Miss Mar­ 
garet Herting of Flint, Mich., the 
little girl is somewhere on the high­ 
way that will eventually lead them 
to Flint, Mich., the home of Miss 
Herting. 
The story of how the two got to 
New Castle today sounds like fiction 
or one of Ripley’s statements. Miss 
Herting is a stenographer in Flint, 
Mich., a graduate of Michigan State 
university and a young woman of

might be 24 years of age but no 
more, is a rather striking brunette 
and would weigh, not to exceed 100 
pounds.Hike From Roanoke, Va, 
Three days ago Miss Herting and 
June Elizabeth left Roanoke, Va., 
penniless, hitch hiking to Flint, 
Mich. The father of June Elizabeth, 
a brother of Miss Herting, had died 
and the young woman left Flint for 
Roanoke to bring back hir niece. 
Arriving in Roanoke she found the 
Virginia law such that she had to 
go through adoption proceedings be­ 
fore she could take the little girl out 
of the state. 
This meant delay and delay meant 
expense with the result that v hen 
June Elizabeth was finally given to 
Miss Herting the meagre funds she 
had when she left Flint were ex­ 
hausted. To admit her condition to 
the authorities wv-uld probably have 
meant the annulment of the adop­ 
tion she feared ai d taking the little 
girl by the hand s ie started to hitch 
hike, trusting in the generosity of 


motorists for transportation 
food. 
Not Mqch Sleep. 
They were fortunate in getting 
hikes during the day time but found 
that motorists didn’t stop during the 
nights.

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Japan To Maintain

MUKDEN, Jan. ll.-^Japan firmly 
intends to maintain the “open door” 
in Manchuria, Kenkichi Yoshisawa, 
newly appointed foreign minister in 
the Japanese cabinet, informed In­ 
ternational News Service Saturday 
in repliy to the action of Secretary 
Of State Stimson in invoking the 
nine-power pact. 
Yoshisawa. formerly Japanese del­ 
egate to the League of Nations coun­ 
cil, arrived here for a conference 
with General Shigeru Honjo, Japa­ 
nese commandant, and a number of 
Japanese consuls in Manchuria be­ 
fore proceeding to Tokyo to take 
over his portfolio in the ministiY of 
Premier Inukai. 
Requires Study. 
, 
Referring t< Secretary Stimson’s 
action. Yoshuawa said that the 


’question of Japan’s "possible viola­ 
tion” of the treaty through her oc­ 
cupation of Manchuria "requires 
some little study in the technical 
field.” 
Yoshisawa emphatically disclaim­ 
ed any intention on the part of 
Japan to set up a puppet govern­ 
ment in Manchuria. 
“Japan still considers Manchuria 
as part of China and not an inde­ 
pendent country.” he said. "Japan 
intends to maintain the open door 
in Manchuria.” 
Yoshisawa spoke highly of Secre­ 
tary Stimson. 
“I met Secretary Stimson in Paris 
some months ago,” the Japanese 
minister said. 
"He is a very nice 
man.” 
In order to meet their new chief 
and discuss the Manchurian situa­ 
tion with him in detail. Japanese 
consuls came to Mukden from far 
and wide to be on hand when he 
arrived.

How Early 
Tribes Used 
Modern Aids

Primitive Methods Of 
Curing

Primitive tribes in some parts of 
the world long since anticipated the 
modern hygiene of infancy. 
There are three Kashmuri cures 
for "trouble in the bones,” accord­ 
ing to Vaughn: "(1) A special clay 
called Baramulla earth, rich in cal- j 
cium phosphate*. (2) pills made of 
fish liver, and (3) rubbing with mus­ 
tard oil and exposure to sunlight.” 
It is curious 
how 
closely 
this 
primitive tribe of people has come 
to the conclusions of the most mod­ 
ern scientific research on the pre­ 
vention of such a disease of 
the 
bones as rickets. 
The Baramulla 
earth containing calcium furnished 
them extra material for the build­ 
ing of new bony tissue. 
The fish 
liver pills are comparable to the 
cod liver oil and our babies take as 
a regular part of their diet for the 
building of bone* And the sunlight 
is the regular method oí preventing 
rickets which has become so popu­ 
lar during the last few years. 
The mustard oil may even contain 
ergoaterol, and when irradiated with 
the sun’s rays becomes that ex­ 
tremely modem product—irradiated 
ergosterol or viosterol. 
This should remind parents that 
sunlight 
is 
essential to 
healthy 
"uw th and development 
in 
very 
: oung children. In the winter there 
¡ alw ays danger that there will not 
be a sufficient exposure to sunlight. 
It should be remembered that sky- 
shine, as it is called, the light com- 


ing from a cloudy sky, has some 
value—calculated 
at. about 
one- 
fourth the value of sunlight. 
It is 
better to be outdoors even for a little 
while even on a cloudy day than to 
be indoors. 
Unless special arrange­ 
ments are made, sunlight does not 
reach us indoors, because the active 
rays of the sun do not pass through 
our ordinary window* glass; special 
window glass, however, which does 
not cut out the ultra-violet rays can 
be obtained. 
Sunlight 
p r o d u c e s 
chemical 
changes In our bodies. Its value con­ 
sists in producing substances which 
contain Vitamin D. It may possibly 
produce other vitamins, according 
to recent research, but we are fair­ 
ly certain it produces Vitamin D. 
This substance can be 
introduced 
into the body, however, even If ex­ 
posure to sunlight is impossible. It 
can be obtained in cod liver 
oil, 
and in the relatively new product, 
viosterol. 
It is notable that peo­ 
ple living in northern lands, where 
there is a long, dark winter, eat a 
great deal of caviare 
and 
other 
forms of fish oils. 
This treatment is especially direct­ 
ed against the development of rick­ 
ets. Rickets is a disease of infancy 
and, therefore, it is particularly the 
children under three who need sun­ 
shine or cod liver oil or both. Rickets 
alw*ays shows an increase in 
the 
spring—at the end of the dark win­ 
ter days, when the accumulated ef­ 
fect of lack of sunshine makes it­ 
self known. 
Rickets can be prevented, let me 
emphasize in conclusion, and should 
be prevented 
during 
the 
winter 
months. See that your baby has as 
much exposure to sunlight as possi­ 
ble; see that it has cod liver oil or 
viosterol daily in the diet.

Writes a mother: 
“Dear Dr. Myers: I have long been 
a reader of your articles. I have re­ 
ceived much help from them in the 
rearing of my I0-year-old son. If 
I had had access to such material 
when my children were infants I 
might not now be writing you. 
“This morning after breakfast I 
I lost patience with my 21-year-old 
son I After the boy and his father 
had gone to the office I read your 
article on Charity of parents toward 
their adolescent children. Can you 
offer me any advice for my prob­ 
lem? 
This, our oldest son, has formed a 
habit of snuffing, which has confin­ 
ed for two years/ Sometimes he 
seems to control it better than at 
others. 
Following a cold I have counted 
the frequency of these snuffs and 
they occur about every 20 seconds. 
This boy since early childhood has 
been troubled with nervous, facial 
twltchings, such as twisting his nose 
or stretching his eyes; These were 
annoying, but we tried to look upon 
them as childish habits to be out­ 
grown. Our efforts at checking them 
were entirely wrong, as we pled with 
him not to do it, as in the case of 
biting his nails. 
Physically, he has always ap­ 
peared to be a perfect specimen, and 
above the average mentally—an 
honor student in school, and a very 
affable, sweet-tempered youngster 
always. Twitching of the nose and 
biting 
of 
the 
nails 
continued 
throughout high school. 
The last 
few years he has left off the nail 
biting and only occasionally makes 
a facial grimace; but the snuffing 
habit which has developed seems 
worse than the others.” 
And then she goes on at length 
describing how she is almost nause- 


aid as a condemnation nor 
means of your personal relief. 


Since you are a loving parent, it 
is not your comfort you are seeking, 
but his relief from the awful suffer­ 
ing he now must endure. 
Please, 
mother, never again suggest to him 
to stay away from company; urge 
him to go and have as good a time 
as possible. He Is already very self- 
conscious. The more he mixes the 
more social courage and self-regard 
he will gain, and the more, there­ 
fore he will be able to correct the 
habit: 
Tty to school yourself to enjoy his 
company, engaging him in conversa­ 
tion, making him feel that he is 
worthy and is loved in deed as well 
as in words. The biggest problem is 
yourself: harder 
to 
correct your 
habit of annoying him than for him 
to correct his snuffing; when yours 
is corrected, his may have disap­ 
peared. It will be a glorious victory 
for ah when you succeed; and what 
a difference for your happiness and 
his.

cod liver oil and our babies take as 
a regular part of their diet for the 
building of bone- And the sunlight 
is the regular method of preventing 
rickets which has become so popu- 
lar during the last few years. 


The mustard oil may even contain 


ergosterol, and when irradiated with 
the sun's rays becomes that ex- 
tremely modern product—Irradiated 
ergosterol or vlosterol. 


This should remind parents that 


sunlight 
is 
essential to healthy 


Tuwth and development in 
very 


young children. In the winter there 


i always danger that there'.will not 
be a. sufficient exposure to sunlight. 
It should be remembered that sky- 
shine, as it is called, the light com- 


ing from a cloudy sky, has some 
value—calculated at- about one- 
fourth the value of sunlight.

better to be outdoors even for a little 
while even on a cloudy day than to 
be indoors.

rays of the sun do not pass through 
our ordinary window glass: special 
window glass, however, which does 
not cut out the ultra-violet rays can 
be obtained. 


Sunlight 
p r o d u c e s chemical 


changes in our bodies. Its value con- 
sists In producing substances which 
contain Vitamin D. It may possibly 
produce other vitamins, according 
to recent research, but we are fair- 
ly certain it produces Vitamin D. 
This substance can be 
Introduced 


into the body, however, even if ex- 
posure to sunlight is impossible. It 
can be obtained in cod liver oil, 
iand in the relatively new product, 
viosterol. 
It is notable that peo- 


ple living in northern lands, where 
there & a long, dark winter, eat a 
great deal of caviare and 
other 


forms of fish oils. 


This treatment is especially direct- 


ed against the development of rick- 
ets. Rickets is a disease of Infancy 
and, 
therefore, it is particularly the 


children under three who need sun- 
shine or cod liver oil or both. Rickets 
always shows an Increase in 
the 


spring—at the end of the dark win- 
ter days, when the accumulated ef- 
fect of lack of sunshine makes it- 
self known. 


Rickets can be prevented, let me 


emphasize in conclusion, and should 
be prevented 
during the winter 


months. See that your baby has as 
much exposure to sunlight as possi- 
ble; 
see that it has cod liver oil or 


viosterol daily in the diet.

ment requiring a vote on its pass­ 
age before adjournment tonight. 
Enactment Certain 
Enactment of the bill was certain. 
The House will pass it Wednesday 
and it will be sent to the White 
House by the week end for the pres­ 
ident’s signature- 
Administration 
leaders declare its enactment will 
halt bank failures, stimulate busi­ 
ness, release frozen credits and tend 
to revive prosperity. 
While the credit bill was debated 
in both House and Senate, com­ 
mittee labored vigorously Jn draft­ 
ing other legislation. 
The 
new 
tariff bill, just passed by the House, 
was before the Senate finance com­ 
mittee. 
A host of subjects occupied 
other committees. . 
Has Right of Way 
The credit bill had the right of 
way in both branches. 
In its pres­ 
ent form, it would authorize federal 
loans to banks, 
trust 
companies, 
railroads, insurance companies, ag­ 
ricultural and livestock credit cor­ 
porations and (in the Senate only) 
to state governments. 
One pro­ 
vision would even permit loans to 
closed banks, if conditions indicate 
the banks can regain solvency. 
The proposed credit corporation 
would be financed by the govern­ 
ment, first by putting up $500,000,- 
000 capital and then by the treasury 
guaranteeing a $1,500,000,000 bond 
issue. 
The bonds would be exempt 
from all taxes, except federal estate 
and inheritance taxes. 
Two other administration meas­ 
ures were ready for Senate action. 
One would provide $125,000,000 ad­ 
ditional capital for 
federal 
land 
banks. 
It already has passed the 
House. The other would 
put 
ut> 
$200,000,000 to pay despositors in 
closed banks.

a reader of your articles. I have re- 
ceived much help from them in the 
rearing of my 10-year-old son. If 
I had had access to such material 


I when my children were infants 


I might not now be writing you. 
! "This morning after breakfast 
| lost patience with my 21-year-old 
i son! After the boy and his father 
had gone to the office I read your 
article on Charity of parents toward 
their adolescent children. Can you 
offer me any advice for my prob- 
lem? 


"This, our oldest son, has formed a 


habit of snuffing, which has contin- 
ed for two years.* Sometimes he 
seems to control it better than at 
others. 


"Following a cold I have counted 


the frequency of these snuffs and 
they occur' about every 20 seconds. 
This boy since early childhood has 
been troubled with nervous, facial 
twitchings, such as twisting his nose 
or stretching his eyes: These were 
annoying, but we tried to look upon 
them as childish habits to be out- 
grown. Our efforts at checking them 
were entirely wrong, as we pled with 
him not to do it, as in the case of 
biting his nails. 


"Physically, he has always ap- 


peared to be a perfect specimen, and 
above the average mentally—an 
honor student in school, and a very 
affable, sweet-tempered youngster 
always. Twitching of the "nose and 
biting 
of 
the 
nails 
continued 


throughout high school. The last 
few years he has left off the nail 
biting and only occasionally makes 
a facial grimace; but the snuffing 
habit which has developed seems 
worse than the others," 


And then she goes on at length 


describing how she is almost nause- 
ated by this habif, how she has 
urged him not to go out in company 
until it is corrected, and how she 
has tried to persuade him to seek 
medical advice. It is really a pa- 
thetic account.
